Lighting 
Petition 
Rejected 


The petition of the Lawrence 
Electric company for 25 poles with 
overhead wires and fixtures on 
North Main street was rejected by 
the selectmen Monday night after a 
public hearing in the central éle- 


mentary school attended by about 
50 residents of Shawsheen Village 
who recorded their unanimous ob- 
jection to the proposal, 

The hearing was held in the 
school auditorium as it was better 
fitted than any office in the town 
house to accomodate the large num- 
ber present. 

As explained by Sidney P, White, 
chairman of the board of public 
works, who was representing the 
Street lighting committee, the latter 
has been making a study of the 
project for several years with en- 
gineers of the power Company in 
view of improving the street light- 
ing on several sections of Main 
street from the Lawrence line to 
Phillips academy. 

The over-all plan includes the re- 
placing of all old-type lights with 
mercury vapor lights having much 
greater lumens. The petition under 
discussion called for nine poles 
and fixtures on the westerly side of 
the street from a point opposite 
Kenilworth street north, and 16 
poles and fixtures from the Shaw- 
sheen river northerly to Balmoral

called gerontology, the study of 
old age. : 
Many cases of elderly people 


who lack a sense of general well- 
being—who feel “old” and _ spirit- 
less—can be traced to a deficiency 
in certain hormones, the life-regu- 
lating chemicals produced by the 
body’s glands. 

To help people suffering from 
this deficiency, a hormone drug, 
called Combandrin, has been de- 
veloped. This drug, containing two 
important hormones, acts to help 
rebuild tissue and promote a sense 
of fitness. It can be given by in- 
jection or by tablet. 

But this is only one aspect of 
gerontology. Others include psy- 
chiatry and preventive medicine— 
in fact, all scientific knowledge 
that can help old people live hap- 
pier, healthier lives,
